Cale  B.  Jarvis  writes  a column  in 
the  Toronto  Globe  and  Mail  Newspaper. 

This  prize  winning  writer  surpassed 
himself  by  interviewing  Xaviera  Hollander. 

She  is  the  young  lady  known  as  the 
''Happy  Hooker"  who  wrote  the  famous  book 
that  has  now  passed  the  three  million 
dollar  mark  in  sales.  The  following  is 
from  Cale's  column: 

"Happy  Hooker  turns  to  collecting  for  hobby 

Interviewed  in  Toronto  recently  she 
said:  ‘Long  before  my  retirement  from 

professional  activities  as  a bordello 
operator,  I became  engrossed  in  collecting 
decimal  coins,  and  studying  the  science 
of  numismatics.  Paper  money,  which  came 
along  at  a later  date  in  large  denominations, 
was  another  matter,  and  strictly  a commercial 
one . 

'I  started  to  collect  small  silver  coins 
as  a young  girl  in  Holland.  These  were 
purchased  from  family  allowances.  Later, 

I was  able  to  put  together  a series  of 
crown-size  silver  Dutch  guildens.  In 
the  United  States,  I became  interested  in 
the  U.S.  Peace  (1935-1921)  dollar 
series.  Also  the  Morgan  dollars  from 
1921  backward.  The  Kennedy  silver  half- 
dollars  from  1964  proved  fascinating  as 
contemporary  coinage!' 

She  plans  to  pursue  her  collecting 
despite  her  current  success  'I  doubt 
my  keeness  will  ever  wane,'  she  said. 

'It  (coin  collecting)  gives  me  a sense 
of  accomplishment.  It  is  a constructive 
time-filler  between  daily  radio, 
television,  magazine  and  press  interviews 
in  the  course  of  my  travels.  I make 
it  a point  to  visit  coin  shops  in  all 
cities  I visit.  Like  a r-e-a-1  woman,  I 
seek  quality  in  coins  at  bargain  prices. 

My  next  book  will  ensure  royalties  that 
will  undoubtedly  permit  me  to  extend 
my  collecting  efforts  to  a greater 
degree.  I can  foresee  that  one  day  I 
may  be  able,  and  very  proudly  display 
at  some  European  or  International  coin 
exhibition . ' "
